H. Williamson, of the ninth ward, 
and L. L. Wallis, superintendent of 
city parks, Friday were made defend- 
ants in the city hall graft investiga- 
tion when the Fulton county grand 
jury returned indictments charging 
neceptance of bribes against each of 
the three men. 

Neither McCutcheon, Williamson or 
Wallis had been indicted previously 
in the graft probe. The indictments 
were returned unexpectedly, while the 
“crand jury was still apparently go- 
ing into extortion charges made 
against Dr. John G. Wilkins and 
Dr. S. D. Warnock, city physicians. 
"Charges against MeCutcheon and 
Williamson involve alleged accep- 
tance of sums of money frem P. O. 
Hebert, of the Candler building, as a 
reward for using their influence as 
members of the board of firemasters 
in the purchase by the city of equip- 
ment for the fire department. Me 
Cutcheon is charged with receiving 
two bribes totaling $450, and Wil- 
liamson is charged in fi¥e counts with 
receiving a total of $590, Wallis is 
necused of receiving a total of $1,155 
from Sam Salzman, of 1211-2 Luckie 
street, N. W., in the matter of the 
purchase of park and playground 
equipment from the Hill Standard 
Company. 

Bond for all three defendants was 
fixed at $2,000 each by the solicitor- 
general's office. The m@n are ex- 
pecteal to post their bonds today with 
Sheriff James. I. Lowry.

Less than a mile from the crowded 
center of Mexico City, two army air 
planes collided today and crashed to 
the ground. Four military aviators 
and a civilian, who was playing hana 
ball below, were killed. 

One of the aviators jumped with 
a parachute but when it failed to open 
he fell to his death. 

Both airplanes, colliding as one was 
coming down and the other going up 
from Valbuena field, fell on the ce- 
ment hand ball court of Carranza ath- 
letic field. Their wreckage ripped 
off a foot of thick cement wall be- 
tween two adjacent courts. 


An unidentified peon, who was play- |

Aged Princess 


Halt san, 


PARIS, July 23.—(/)—The desire 
of 73-year-old Princess Amadee De 
Broglie to marry 42-year-old Don 
Luis De Bourbon, son of the Infanta 
Eulalia, of Spain, and cousin of King 


Alfonso, was the subject of pleading 
before the tribunal of the Seine today. 

Henri Torres, specialist in defend- 
ing communist agitators, appears for 
the aristocratic princess. He pleaded 
for her to oe granted the same right 
—— by others, namely, to seek 
appiness wherever she sees it, no mat- 
ter what her age. 

Maitre ‘Rubapins, head of the order 
of advocates of Paris, defended the 
suit of the princess’ family, represent- 
ed by her nephew, the Duke De Bris- 
sac, He pleaded that the princess wag 
mentally unsound and asked the court 
to name a council of three doctors to 
examine her. 

The very fact that the princess con- 
sidered marriage with Don Luis, a 
discredited prince who was barred 
from France for misconduct, and who 
was a profligate, Aubepin argued, was 
enough to show she was unbalanced. 

The decision of the court will be 
handed down tomorrow afternoon. A 
statement to the princess, made 
through her attorney in response to 
the charges of her family, created a 
considerable stir. It said, “I realize 
that many persons think my marriage 
with this much younger man ridicu- 
lous, but I want to spend a few hap- 
py years before I die.” 

Attorney Torres in the course of his 
argument asserted that the princess 
had known Don Luis for eighteen 
years. 

Twelve years ago, when her ‘hus- 
band died, he said, Paris society gos- 
siped a great deal ‘about the two, but 
the princess decided then that her 
duty was to devote herself to raising 
~ two orphaned grandchildren prop- 
er 

He argued that Princess Amadee 
now feels justified in seeking to be 
happy in her own. way during the 
last years of her life. 

Don Luis’ conduct was “regrettable.” 
he admitted, but this constituted no 
legal reason for forbidding the mar- 
riage. He further contended’ that 
French law recognizes the right of

ancestral relatives to act in such fami- 
ly matters but that it does not ac- 
cord such authority to descendants. 
It developed during the trial that 
the administrator appointed by the 
court after a family council held July 
7 had recently seized the princess’ 
jewels which were valued at $120,000. 
Many letters of friends as well as 
testimonials from alienists were intro- 
duced to prove that the princess was 
in excellent bodily and mental health. 


Groundless by Smoot 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—(4)— 
After an examination of foreign pro- 
tests against the rates of the new 
tariff law, Senator Smoot says many 
of them are unjust and groundless. 

In particular, Smoot, who was 
one of the authors of the bill, objected 
to the protests of France. 

He said the United States buys 


$156,000,000 worth of French prod- 
ucts and spends $300,000,000 in tour- 
ist money in France annually, while 
‘exports to that country amount to 
| $160,000,000, leaving a balance of 
| $290,000,000 in favor of France. 
“It must always be borne in mind,” 

he continued, “that France discrimi- 
nates against American goods, not out 
Of any malevolence but because the 
tariffs in France are on an entirely 
different basis than in the United 


States. 
“We make our tariffs equal to 


‘everybody. The French government, 
however, has a maximum and mini- 

mum tariff within the boundaries of 
'which they bargain with other coun- 
‘tries for favored positions, the net 
result of which is that sharp dis- 
criminations are set up against Amer- 
ican goods which have damaged Amer- 
ican exports to France.” 

The result has been, he said, de- 
creased stationary exports to France.

In Inner | China 


PEIPING, China, July 25.—(?)— 
On the shores of a: dried-up inland 
sea near the outer Mongolian border, 


Roy Chapman Andr-ws, noted Ameri- 
can explorer, has discovered what he 
believes one of the most amazing fos- 
sil deposits ever revealed. 

In a death trap formed by a bog 
of sticky almost bottomless mud, the 
Andrews expedition has found the re- 
mains of 25 to 30 great shovel-toothed 
mastodons with 6-foot jaws, one of 
which had previously been found near 
the same locality in 1928. Mr. An- 
drews, who returned here dast night 
on a brief trip said that so far four 
skulls, a number of jaws, 25 to 30 
tusks and the hundreds of ribs found 
indicated one of the most extraordi- 
nary adaptations in the whole animal 
kingdom. He said that the animals 
must have roamed Mongolia 3,000,000 
years ago. : de> 

Another pit filled with the remains 
of 10 to 15 baby mastodons was dis- 
covered. The young animals apparent- 
ly had come there with their mothers 
to feed but were unable to extricate 
themselves from the treacherous quick- 
sands. 

The Andrews expedition now has a 
whole age series of shovel-toothed’ 
mastodons (platybelodon) from the 
newly-born to the oldest. he. ex- 
plorer said this made an unusual mu- 
seum exhibit compares only to dino- 
saurs found in: 1923. 

The expedition will work carefully 
along the shoreline of the lake in the 
hope of finding some place where primi- 
tive man, even older than the Peking 
man, may have- been trapped.

It is more thah a ges- 
ture of satisfaction with a promised 
respite from enormous and useless 
naval expenditures. It is a confi- 
dent forward step toward the near- 
ing goal of international settlements 
by conciliation instead of wars. 

It must have supplied a great joy 
to the heart of Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald when the commoners of 
Great Britain so promptly and un- 
questioningly ratified the treaty fol- 
lowing its acceptance by the United 
States. That acceptance made for 
the vitality and virtues of the tri- 
partite effort of the three major 
naval powers to limit below’ war- 
provoking levels their several naval 
establishments. 

Only a © md inflamed jingo 
imagination cain see any probable 
casus belli between Great Britain 
and this country, and by the treaty 
the United States and Japan have 
so foreshortened their naval arms 
as that neither can point a pistol 
across the Pacific ocean at the 
other’s breast. The high and un- 
precedented example of these great 
powers testing among themselves 
the artifices of peace in place of 
the arts of war will not be lost upon 
the lesser and more vulnerable 
powers. 

It is within the range of easy 
vision to see France and Italy soon 
sloughing off their buncombe of bel- 
ligerency toward each other and 
coming gladly and profitably into 
the company of the United States, 
Great Britaip.and Japan. And it 
is believable that all of them will so 
enjoy the “naval holiday” as to de- 
termine that it shall continue with- 
out an adjournment date.

The Mexican foreign debt is to be 
refunded. Luis Montes De Oca, 
youthful finance minister of Mexico, 
after five weeks of negotiations with 
foreign representatives at the J. P 
Morgan & Co, offices, has been suc- 
cessful. 

The old bonds, now in arrears, are 
to be exchanged for a new refunding 
bond issue, which it is understood, 
merges the $500,000,000 principal, and 
$200,000,000- of unpaid interest. 

This is the third agreement reach- 
ed between Mexico, and_ her foreign 
creditors since 1922. During 1922 
and 1923, Mexico paid her foreign in- 
terest, then faulted until 1925, when 
the Pani agreement was entered into. 
Interest was paid during 1925 and 
1926, but again it stopped in 1927. 

The present negotiations in an at- 
tempt to arrive at Mexico’s present 
situation have been carried on in the 
midst of New York’s intense heat. 

The settlement is understood to be 
based on Mexico's ability to pay.

Health Talks

THE DISINFECTION OF THE 
' ~ SEIN 


Surgeons still rely principally upon 
vigorous and prolonged scrubbing with 
soap and hot water to “sterilize” or 
rendér “aseptic” the skin. But they 
recognize the practical impossibility 
of sterilizing even the cleanest or 
healthiest skin; that is, freeing the 
skin absolutely of germs; so it is the 
universal practice of surgeons to wear 
thin rubber gloves while operating, 
treating or dressing Wounds or han- 
diing or examining patients with in- 
fectious dilments. “Infectious” means 
that the ailment is caused by germs; 
it is not necessarily communicable. 

There is considerable difference of 
opinion among physicians at present 
in respect to the method which is most 
reliable for disinfecting the skin pre- 
liminary to an operation. 

Formerly it was quite customary to 
cleanse the skin with soap and water 
scrubbing, dry it thoroughly and pro- 
tect it with a suitable covering ‘or 
dressing or bandage until the time for 
the operation, and then the surgeon 
carefully removed the cover and paint- 
ed the fiekl of operation with ordinary 
tincture of iodin. 

Then some scientific investigators 
found that iodin was not so efficient 
in disinfection as we had supposed. It 
‘failed to destruy some of the bacteria 
that are likely to be present in the 
ducts of the sebaceous and sweat 
glands. 

Partly as a result of these observa- 
tions new antiseptics or germicides 
were introduced and some of these at- 
tained quick popularity, aided with 
judicious advertising by their manu- 
facturers. | 

I name no names, but merely indi- 
cate in a F premene « way that these new 
skin disinfectants were mainly of the 
anilin dye class. I suspect that their 
staining effects had something to do 
with their popularity, not only among 
the doctors but among the laity as 
well. We all like to see the medicine 
work. But then, one might say the 
same —- about iodin. 

Personally I have always preferred 
to rely on good old tincture of iodin 
when I wished to attempt to disinfect 
my own precious skin. Understand,

Customs Collections 
For July Decline 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—()— 
Customs collections for the first 23 
days of July declined about 50 per 
cent. as compared with the same pe- 
riod last year. 

Efforts by importers to get their 
products into this country before the 
new tariff duties went into effect June 
18 wére held responsible for the de- 
crease by. officials. 

Duties collected in the first 23 days 
of July, 1929, were $37,521,584. Those 
this month have totaled only $185,- 


Customs officials, however, express- 
ed no concern. They pointed out that 
just before the tariff ac® went into 
effect, approximately $30,407,000 was 
collected on imports which ordinarily 
would have been spread over a long 
period. \ 

That brought the total collection for 
the 1930 fiscal year to $587,000,000, 
or $14,000,000 less than the previous 
fiscal year. ‘Treasury estimates have 
estimated customs receipts for the 
present fiscal vear at $585,000,000.

States then was 7.8 per cent of all the 
shipbuilding going on in the world.

Litvinoff Says Russia -May ® 


Feel Constrained to 
Retaliate. 


MOSCOW, July 25.—()—A warn- 
ing to all countries imposing obstacles 
to the admission of soviet products 
was (delivered today to a group of 
foreign newspaper correspondents by 
Maxim Litvinoff, new Russian com- 
missar for foreign affairs. 

M. Létvinoff, who recently succeed- 
ed Georges Tchitcherin at the com- 
missariat, said the soviet government 
might “sharply reduce or even stop its 
purchases in such countries. 

The United States was obviously 
foremost in M. Litvinoff’s mind. It 
has recently placed embargoes upon 
soviet timber, coal and matches. 

“We are convinced that all these 
anti-soviet campaigns are doomed te 
complete failure, since they are bound 
ultimately. to strike a still heavier 
blow at the interests of the countries 
participating in them than at our own 
interests. 

“At present, when an economic 
erisis has spread almost over all coun- 
tries, the exclusion from world trade 
of such a vast state as the soviet 
union can hardly be considered wise 
or as meeting the interests of a real- 
istie policy.” 

M. Litvinoff said his appointment 
as foreign minister would involve no 
changes in Russia’s foreign policy. 

“The bigger our construction plans 
and the swifter their development the 
more are we interested in the pres- 
ervation of peace. 

“We have set ourselves the task af 
constructing socialism in a_ single 
country surrounded by capitalistic 
countries occupying five-sixths of the 
earth’s surface. 

“We cannot afferd to ignore this 
fact. It is therefore our constant ‘ef- 
fort to find and put into practice the 
conditions for the peaceful co-exist- 
ence of both the social systems. Our 
need of foreign technique and labor, 
and our demand for foreign products 
will increase in proportion to the 
growth of our economic construction. 

“Here, however, we encounter the 
opposing aspirations of various hos- 
tile capitalistic groups waging a cam- 
paign to break up economic relations 
with our union. 

“Their efferts;. which are now os- 
tensibly directed against our export 
trade, are in reality an attack upon 
our entire foreign trade, because the 
reduction of our export trade must 
inevitably involve a corresponding re- 
duction of imports,”

The hill town of Aquilonia today is 
in ruins, absolutely destroyed, while 
the new Aquilonia in: the valley re- 
mained intact. Almost every family 
among the older inhabitants on the 
hill suffered some dead and injured 
and the destruction of their property.

read of communism in testimony 
given here today before the congres- 
sional committee investigating com- 
munistic activity in the United States. 

The statement was made by the 
Rev. Father Charles FE. Conghlin, pas- 
tor of the Shrine of the Little Flow- 
er, who was called before the commit- 
tee because of his series of radio ad- 
dresses on communism. 

The congressional committee ar- 
rived in Petroit from New York to- 
day and opened its henrings in the 
federal building. It planned to take 
up communistic activities. in Mich- 
igan. 

Representative Hamilton Fish, Jr., 
of New York, chairman of the com- 
mittee, asked Father Coughlin for an 
explanation of his statement. 

Father Coughlin said that Ford is 


“the greatest force in the morement 
to internationalize labor throughout 
the world.” 

“A year ago, on the eve of the auto- 
mobile show in New York,” the wit- 
ness continued, “Mr. Ford issued a 
statement that was printed on the 
front page of every daily newspaper 
in the United States that he required 
40,000 more workers at his plant in 
Detroit. 

. “Asa result of that statement more 
than 30,000 men, who were out of 
work, flocked to Detroit from Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Tennessee, Texas 


and other southern states, and while 


the weather was at zero stood in front | 


of the Ford plant trying to get those’ 
jobs. There were no jobs for them 
and the only redress they had was to 
have the fire hose turned on them to 
drive them away.” 

“Getting all those men here in that 
manner was not done on purpose, was 
it?” Chairman Fish asked. 

“No. It was done through _ig- 
norance,” Father Coughlin _ replied. 
“Just as the peace ship was sent to 
Europe through ignorance.” 

Father Coughlin added that Ford's 
money is helping the soviet govern- 
ment in Russia and referred to the 
13,000,000 contract Ford signed with 
soviet representatives,

KOVNO, Lithuinaa, July 25.—(?) 
Former Premier and Dictator Asaes 
tine Waldemaras has been banished 
for one yéeat to Krottingen, a state- 
owned domain, or large estate. 

The Lithuanian government took 
this step because it considered the 
former chief of government a “danger 
to public order and safety.” 

His wife. a French-born woman, 
and his nephew accompanied him into 
exile. The nephew is the young man 
who was wounded at Kovno in May, 
1929, by a bomb intended for the then 
premier. 

The edict of expulsion from Kovno 
was signed by Colonel Talevivius, the 
commander of Kovno. It reads: 

“Under the regulations for the pro- 
tection of the republic, Professor Wal- 
demaras is banished for one year to 
Krottingen in consequenée of his en- 
dangering publie order and safety.” 

The former dictator and “enfant 
terrible’ of the League of Nations 
will be kept under close public super- 
vision during his exile. 

The government headed by Premier 
Jouzas Tubelis wavered, it is under- 
stood, between interning Professor 
Waldemaras and arresting him_ for 
high treason. It finally decided on 
banishing him because it had come 
to the conclusion that he was “physi- 
eally abnormal.” 

Color was lent to the claim of ab- 
normality by the former dictator's in- 
sistence that he himself must sign the 
rotocol of his banishment as “right- 
ul prémier and minister of foreign 
affairs.”

An enthusiastic meeting of more 
than 50 leading citizens of counties 
representing every section of the state 
was held Friday morning in Atlanta 
headquarters of George H.. Carswell, 
candidate for governor, during which 
optimistic reports of the secretary of 
state’s campaign were made by speak- 
ers who emphasized that the guberna- 
torial campaign was assuming the 
proportions of “the field against Cars- 
well.” 

Confidence in the outcome of the 
coming primary was the keynote of 
the gathering, which was presided over 
by Judge R. N. Hardeman, of Louis- 
ville, campaign manager for Carswell, 
and attended by some of the most 
widely known leaders in the state. 
Mr. Carswell also was present.

IMPORTATION BARRED 


Lowman Says Convict Labor 


Used in Soviet 
Forests. 
WASHINGTON, Jul 25.—(P)— 


The treasury today prohibited impor- 
tation from Russia of pulp wood pur- 
chased by the Interndtional Paper 
Company on the ground that convict 
labor had entered into its production. 

Assistant Secretary Lowman said 
evidence in the hands of the treasury 
was that convict labor had been used 
in loading the pulp wood on ships at 
Archangel. The reports, he said, de- 
scribed the condition of the convicts 
and the shooting of three of them be- 
cause they stole bread from one of the 
pulp wood ships. 

The action was taken under a 
tariff bill provision which prohibits 
the entry of goods produced wholly or 
in part by eonvict labor. The cus- 
toms service recently denied entry to 
the two shiploads of Russian lumber, 
but Lowman admitted it after the 
government failed to show it had been 
produced by convict labor. 

Four more ships bearing lumber are 
on the seas. If evidence that convict 
labor entered into its handling is se- 
cured they also will be denied the 
privilege of landing their cargoes. 

Lowman said the International Pa- 
per Company had purchased large 
amounts of Russian pulp wood through 
the Amtorg Corporation, official Rus- 
sian trading organization. 

The treasury made public a section 
of one of the reports which figured 
in the decision to bar the pulp wood, 

It said the vessels were loadéd by 
convicts and political prisoners, who 
were marched down from their bar- 
racks to the steamer each day. 

“The prisoners were poorly clothed, 
mainly in rags, evidently the clothing 
they had at the time of their arrest,” 
the report said. “They: used canvas on 
their hands and feet. The meals serv- 
ed to the prisoners consisted of black 
bread and warm water. Women were 
not employed in loading ships, but 
they were employed in unloading car- 
goes of pulp wood in the yard. 

“Three prisoners who were caught 
stealing bread from another steamer 
were immediately shot for their act, 
without trial. The cargoes of pulp 
wood being loaded were destined for 
the United States.” 

Lowman said general orders had 
been wired to customs collectors along 
the Atlantic seaboard to prevent the 
entry of pulp wood from Russia. 

_He said so far the reports on con- 
vict labor deal only with pulp wood.
